BARRED 10 STATES

Federal Master in Min- 


nesota. 


St. Paul, Minn., September 21.—By 
the filing of his findings in the Muin- 
nesota commodity freight and 2-cent 
passenger rate case today in the 
United States circuit court, Special 
Master in Chancery Charles E. Otis 
held those rates to be unconstitutional 
and confiscatory. 4 

This finding of Judge Otis, uniess 
overruled by the higher courts, wipes 
out the rate-making power of the state 
of Minnesota through the warehouse 
and railroad commission and has some- 
what of a general effect in establish- 
ing the federal rate supervision as 
against state rate supervision. 

The finding in the three cases was 
the result of suits brought a year or 
more ago by stockholders of the 
Northern Pacific, Great Nothern and 
the ‘Minneapolis and St. louis rail- 
ways against the companies, the attor- 
ney general of Minnesota, the ware- 
house and railroad commission and 
certain shippers. They were to en- 
join them from enforcing certain rates 
prescribed by State authority. 

Judge Otis finds each measure com- 
plained of is in violation of the com- 
merce clause of the federal constitu- 
tion and also that the rates are so 
low as to be confiscatory and in vio- 
lation of the fourteenth amendment.

FIGHTEEN INJURED 


IN KENTUCKY WRECK 


Fast Train on Lllinois Cen- 


tral Dashes Into Freight 
Wreck. 


September 21.— 
Eighteen men were injured early to- 
day, several seriously, as the result 
of the engine and baggage car of the 
fast Louisville-New Orleans train on 
the Illinois Central railroad crashing 
into a freight wreck. | 

Last night two freight trains came 
together at White Plains, about seven 
or eight miles above Paducah, and 
when the fast passenger train came 
through last night eighteen or twenty 
men were put aboard the baggage car 
here and sent to the scene of the 
wreck to clear it away. 

The coaches were detached some dis- 
tance above the wreck and the engine 
and baggage car went on, having re- 
ceived information that a red light 
had been placed on the debris. Owing 
to the heavy fog, however, it was im- 
possible to see the light and the en- 
gine crashed into the wreck. 

Shelby Carter, who was riding on the 
front of the engine, had both ankles 
so badly crushed that it will be nec- 
essary to amputate them, and a man 
named Innes had one leg broken. 

The other men in the baggage coach 
were painfully, though not seriously, 
hurt by falling trunks and baggage. 

All of them were taken back to 
Central City with the. exception of 
Innes, Carter and several others who 
were rushed to Paducah for treat-

politically advantageous to the gOvV- 
ernor. 

Discusses Patterson’s Pardon Record. 

He discussed the pardon record of 
Governor Patterson and showed that 
1,102 convicts have been pardonéd dur- 
ing the three and a half years Patter- 
son has been governor. He compared 
these figures with those of other 
states and showed that, on a basis of 
population, there have been twenty-five 
times as many pardons issued in Ten- 
nessee as elsewhere in the country. 
He said that a pardon industry has 
been established and that applications 
for pardons are _ successfully made 
only by men who belong to the ma- 
chine,

TAWNEY TAKEN INTO CAMP. : 

It is becoming almost commonplace to record the rout of a re- 
publican stand-patter and the triumph of an insurgent, so fast do 
these events crowd each other in various parts of the country. But 
in the case of the vanquishing of James A. Tawney, of Minnesota, 
by Sidney Anderson, his progressive opponent, the development is 
especially significant. 

Tawney has represented the first Minnesota district for 
eighteen years. He had back of him the prestige of long service 
and a tremendous personal following. 

That did not operate to save him from an aroused constituency. 
He was probably a beaten man before the beginning of the cam- 
paign, though it is likely the spell-binding activities of Pinchot and 
Roosevelt in his home district helped to drive the nails in his polit- 
ical coffin. 

The repudiation of Tawney by his own party 1s about as sig- 
nificant a thing as would be the defeat of Speaker Cannon in his 
own district. For Tawney has, as chairman of the powerful appro- 
priations committee, all along been the right-hand support of Uncle 
Joe in the house, aiding and abetting him in the framing of the 
tyrannical house rules and later in an effort to save the system in 
its entirety from the assaults of the coalition of democrats and in- 
surgents. 

In the long and hot fight on the new tariff, he was one of the 
most persistent and unrelenting of stand-patters, opposing every 
concession demanded by the democrats and progressives, and 
thwarting to the extent of his ability any bona fide effort to redeem 
the platform pledges of his party. 

And retribution has overtaken him. No more eonclusive indi- 
cation of the state of sentiment in the country could be asked than 
the action of the republicans of the first Minnesota district in dis- 
ciplining a man who for nearly two decades had represented them 
with distinction in the house of representatives.

He said there is strong opposition to 
the petition, and the delegation of sev- 
eral dozen which was present substan- 
tiated his assertion. 

He declared that the revenue of the 
Atlanta and West Point from pas- 
senger fare since the rate was reduced 
from 3 cents to 2 cents per mile in 
1907 has materially increased and that 
the earnings for the past three years 
have increased $55,000, or at least 25 
per cent over the revenue under the 
3-cent fare. 

In 1900, he gaid, the revenue per 
mile on the Atlanta and’ West Point 
was $2,717. In 1909 it was $4,264. 

Mr. Lovejoy stated further that un- 
der the reduced rate not only more 
passengers have used the road, but 
they have ridden further than they did} 
under the 3-cent fare. He said that in 
1907, the last year of the 3-cent rate, 
855,167 passengers rode 8,093,801 miles, 
while in 1910, 425,939 passengers rode. 
12,911,660 miles. 

No Additional Expense. 

‘In spite of this increase in reve- 
nue,” said he, “there has been no ad- 
ditiona] expense to the railroad. There 
has not been a new train put on with 
the exception of the Central train from 
Columbus; no trains added to the regu- 
lar line, no new coaches, engines, bag- 
gage cars or mai] cars added to the 
equipment and no extra men put on 
since 1907. Evidently a large part of 
this increase. must have been clear 
profit.” 

Mr. Lovejoy asserted that the prop- 
erty of the road has increased in value 
until it is now worth more than 400 
per cent of what the stockholders have 
paid in, and that if the commission al- 
lows the increased rate, the increased 
revenue will approximate an increase 
in revenue of 62 per cent as com- 
pared with the revenue under the 3- 
cent rate.

PISTOL AND SCANTLING 
FIGURE IN FAST FIGHT 


Two Bailiffs, Two Negro Wom- 
en and One Negro Man 
in Mixup. 


A scantling and pistol! and the finger 
nails of two negro women brought 
blood in a mix-up late yesterday after- 
noOOn at 104 Fox street between two 
bailiffs and the women and a negro 
man 

The women, Mollie Reese and Eva 
Moore, were struggling with Bailiff C. 
M. Sparks, of Justice Owens’ court, 
who, with Bailiff W. B. Wilson, were 
endeavoring to attach a trunk, when 
the negro man, Will Moore, Eva’s hus- 
band and Mollie’s son-in-law, rushed 
up with a scantling and struck Sparks 
down.

“Uncle Joe” Formally 
Named. for Congress.

|In Accepting, Speaker Says the 


Great ‘Issue Is Raising Billion 
r to Meet Governmert 

Expenses--Knocks Democrats 

and Lauds Payne Tariff. 


Danville, I1l., September 20.—Speak- 
er Joseph C. Cannon in acceptihg h-s 
twentieth nomination for congress to- 
day, said the present tariff needed no 
defense and declared agitation for-its 
revision dangerous to the welfare of 
the country. 

He said in part: 

What Cannon Said. 


“Gentlemen, in accepting this twen- 
tieth nominat.on for representative, 
I want to express my conviction that 
this is to be a campaign for the seri- 
ous consideration of the one national 
policy which touches every man in the 
country. That is the policy as to how 
we are to raise one billion dollars a 
year for the expenses of the various 
functions that have been put upon the 
federal treasury, not by one party or 
one section of the country, by the 
whole people by their agitation for the 
development of agriculture, the regu- 
lation of railways, the inspection or 
mines, the improvement of rivers and 
harbors, the payment of pensions to 
the veterans of our wars, the main- 
tenance of the army and navy, the 
care of national forests, the reclama- 
tion of arid lands and the multiplicity 
of other demands that are made on the 
congress for appropriations and sup- 
ported, as a rule, by a majority regard- 
less of political division. 

Slap at Democrats. 

“The minority party in congress al- 
ways indulge in talk about economy, 
but they vote for thei\largest apprvu- 
priations. There are now in the vari- 
ous committees of the house of repre- 
sentatives, bills introduced by demo- 
crats alone, which would call for ap- 
propriations amounting to nearly 
$500,000,000 more than was appropri- 
ated. 

“The tariff contest today 
what 
contest between protection and free 
trade. We now have in command of 
the democrats in the house of repre- 
sentatives a man who has never at- 
tempted to dodge or explain away the 
democratic position. The Hon. Champ 
Clark announced himself a free-trader, 
‘from the sole of my feet to the 
crown of my head’ as he expressed 
10 when he came to congress, an, 
he has been consistent in that declara- 
tion throughout his pypblic services. 

“With Mr. Clark as the democratic 
leader of those who are dissatisfied 
with a Payne tariff law, there ought 
to be no misunderstanding as to what 
the contest means. It is progressive 
only toward free trade; it is reaction- 
ary as to all the progress we have 
made under protection in the last half 
century, 

“The agitation for another tariff re- 
vision in our revenue policy, is just as 
dengerous to the welfare of the whole 
people as that of’ 1894, when the Wil- 
son tariff was enacted. 

Lauds the Payne Tariff. 

“IT have no defense to make of the 
Payne law, for ft needs none. It 1s 
the enactment of the pledges made by 
the republican nat-.onal convention of 
1908. It is in keeping with the policy 
of protection, which the republican 
party has maintained as the correct 
revenue policy, ever sifice the election 
of Abraham Lincoln; in fact, it is in 
harmony with the first revenue legis- 
lation of the first congress, under the 
administration of Washingion. That 


is just 


'policy is to protect the American pro- 


ducer from the unequal competition of 
the foreign producer in order that wa 
may keep our labor on a higher plane 
than is the labor of Europe, Asia and 
the islands of the sea. 

“The credit of a nation can be ex- 
hausted as is that of an individuai. 
While talking about conservation, 
would it mot be well to see that our 
credit is conserved? We must pay as 
we go. 

“I am not a Jeremiah, for I have 
faith in the good sense of the people, 
even when advised by those who are 
peddling novelties n governmental 
policies to keep abreast of this age or 
publicity. 

"My notion about progress is that 
it should be a movement forward, not 
simply a loug noise about the necessi- 
ty for the movement, nor an extrava- 
gant prom se to accelerate the move- 
ment if given control of the machine.’ 

Taft ang Cannon Indorsed. 

Strong resolutions wére adopted in- 
dors'ng President Taft for keeping 
the pledges of the republican platform 
and for collecting money from the sug- 
ar trust which it defrauded the gov- 
ernment of through underweizghing.

Right after the opening, September 
lost 18 points under realizing and later 
positions sagged off to practically the 
closing figures of yesterday, but in 
Spite of favorable weather advices, of- 
ferings were not aggressive, and the 
market soon firmed up on buying by 
trade interests, covering and support- 
ing bull leaders. Numerous private 
advices from the south, reporting a rap- 
$4 deterioration in crop prospects dur- 
ing the past ten days, were circulating 
through the street, and possibly made 
some impression on sentiment, as sug- 
gesting a bullish government condi- 
tion report early next month, but buy- 
ers seemed more particularly influ- 
enced by the failure of the eastern 
belt movement to increase as rapidly 
ag expected, and after early reports, 
indicating steady spot markets, prices 
here worked into new high ground for 
the day on October and later months. 
The close was only 2#@4 points off 
from the best under realizing.

STATEMENT OF GARY 

| HELPED THE STOCKS 

His Denial of Cut in Steel Prices 
as Incentive to 
Higher Prices. 


New York, Septemer 21.—The stock 
market today had as an incentive to 
higher prices the statement issued yes- 
terday by Chairman E. H. Gary, of the 
United States Steel Corporation, deny- 
ing reports of an intended “wide-open 
cut’ in prices of steel products to be 
announced before the end of the pres- 
ent week. The reference in Judge 
Gary’s statement to “an effort for 
stock jobbing or other improper pur- 
poses to greatly exaggerate, if not 
misrepresent the facts,” wag supposed 
to point to the source of part of the 
demand to cover shorts today. Ru- 
mors have been very insistent for sev- 
eral days of a coming announcement 
from the United States Steel officials 
whicn might prove of sensational im- 
port to the market. Yesterday's offi- 
Clal statement made it clear that what- 
ever price readjustment might be in 
progress in the steel trade, it is to be 
conducted without the demonstrative 
method employed in the announcement 
of open cuts in priceg in February of 
1909. It did not escape comment, how- 
ever, that the cut announced at that 
time marked the beginning of growth 
in demand for Steel products and inci- 
dentally, the low price for the United 
States Steel shares. The present de- 
cision “to maintain fair prices and to 
cooperate so far as they may legally 
and properly do so,”’ marks a variation 
from the vigorous steps of 1909. 

An effective supplement to the Gary 
statement as a marked influnece was 
the decision submitted by a special 
master to the United States circuit 
court, declaring void the railroad rates 
made by the Minnesota state legisla- 
ture. The professional traders in 
stocks on the floor of the stock ex- 
change jumped to some wide conclu- 
sions from the decision and from the 
grounds on which it was based that 
the rates were confiscatory and also 
an interference with interstate com- 
merce. There was seen in this a 
strong ground for contention against a 
possible decision on rates unfavorable 
to the railroads by the interstate com- 
merce commission following the hear- 
ing now in progress. This point of 
view was strengthened by the an- 
nouncement of the postponement of ad- 
ditional increases in rates proposed by 
the roads of the middle west. The ef- 
fect of the Minnesota rate decision 
Was pronounced on the roads immedi- 
ately affected and whose lines traverse 
the state. 

The action of the Westinghouse 
Electric directors in declaring accumu- 
lated dividends due on the first pre- 
ferred stock wa sa helpful factor for 
higher prices. The reports of influen- 
tial new banking interests in the In- 
terborough-Metropolitan Company in- 


duced a lively speculation in the stocks 
and bonds of that company and of the 
old surface street railway companies 
included in the system. 

The pronounced weakness developed 
in the corn market was accepted as 
conclusive evidence of the favorable 
promise for that important crop and 
its approach to safety from further 
danger of damage from frost. A fa- 
vorable impression was made by ‘the 
estimates of $169,435,000 to be distrib- 
uted in October, representing an in- 
crease of $5,842,000 in dividend pay- 
ments and of $3,800,000 in interest 
payments over the October period of 
last year. 

The improvement which is occurring 
in the demand for bonds is not unre- 
lated to this development in connec- 
tion with the small offerings of new 
securities for several months past.

TAFT MAKES WAR 


Plain Words Used by 


President at Cincinnati. 


Says Pork Barrel Days Should 
Be Numbered — Denounces 
Corporate Control of Legisla- 
tive Agencies — Urges Im- 
provement of Waterways. 


Cincinnati, September 21.—‘‘The days 
of the pork barrel should be numbered. 
The country is roused against the cor- 
porate or corrupt contro] of legisla- 
tive agencies, but it is doubtful wheth- 
er the constituencies as yet are able 
to perceive the higher obligation on 
the part of themselves and their rep- 
resentatives not to use their votes 
in combination to appropriate to a 
part that which belongs to the whole.” 

Thus denouncing the congressional 
“pork barrel,” President ‘Taft today 
urged a reconstruction of the method 
of dealing with waterways improve- 
ments in the United-States. 

The president spoke before the Ohio 
Valley Improvement Association, which 
met at the Ohio Valley exposition 
here, to celebrate the compketion of a 
new government dam at Fernbank, 
Ohio, a few miles below Cincinnatl. 

Thig project was designed to con- 
serve a navigable stage of the OnIs 
river during the dry morths of eacn 
year. 


Too Much Dalay, Says Taft. 


After referring to the importance ol 
the proposed improvement of the Ohio 
river at a cost of $63,000,000, to be ex- 
pended in twelve years, the president 
continued: 

“I earnestly hope that the time may 
come in the not distant future, when 
the plan for completing this Ohio river 
improvement shall be changed so as 
to make the time six years for com- 
pletion, instead of twelve. One of the 
great hindrances to the success of the 
imprevement of our waterways, has 
been the delay incident to the com- 
pletion of each project. That has 
grown out of the method pursued ‘n 
framing the river and harbor appro- 
priation bills. 

“As these waterway improvements 
are to be carried on in upward of twu.- 
thirds of the congressional districts, it 
can be readily understood what the 
pressure is from their representatives 
in congress to have every project that 
is approved or appropriated for. The 
total costs of the projects surveyed 
and estimated for is far in excess of 
anything that congress could appropr'!- 
ate for the general public from the 
revenues of the government for onc 
year or a dozen years. 


Merits Not Considered. 


“The consequence is, that in the de- 
sire to satisfy the claims of all, the 
amount which is available from thw 
current revenues is divided up ana 
apportioned between all the various 
enterprises that have thus received th: 
approval of the engineers. This 
done with very little regard to the 
comparative merits of the different 
improvements and it has a tendency to 
delay every improvement a number of 
years beyond the time when it might 
be made profitable by early comple- 
tion. This is what has been called 
the ‘piecemeal’ policy and is very un- 
satisfactory. A supervising board of 
engineers .should recommend to con- 
gress the improvements in the order of 
their importance, and should have the 
power to advise that body that the 
beginning of certain improvements 
should be postponed unti] the other 
improvements are completely finished. 

“Tt is doubtful how far, by execu- 
tive order, I can go in directing the 
engineers to make recommendations, 
informing congress as to the relative 
importance of the projects adopted and 
entered upon. I think I have gone us 
far as I can fn this matter, and |! 
shall ask congress for more power at 
its next session. 

“This should be given in the form of 
authority to organize a board of en- 
gineers to gO over many  ~»partially 
completed enterprises that were be- 
gun before the present plan of ap- 
proval by two boards was adopted, or 
which by change in conditions need 
reexamination in order to determine 
whether they should not be abandoned. 
Until this is done these projects, 
whether worthy or unworthy, will bd» 
promptly on hand at each session for 
an appropriation.

“We have reached a new epoch fn 
the matter of improvement of our wa- 
terways.

Further than this Governor Brown 
declined to discuss the proposition, 
merely adding that he has always been 
a democrat, and the people know where 
to find him on all principles for which 
the party stands. 

Mr. Watson's speech at the Orpheum 
last night was a continuation of the 
speech which he attempted to make at 
the Auditorium on September 2, and 
which was interrupted by hoots and 
yells when he attacked the registra- 
tion law and the man who he claims 
was responsible for it—Hoke Smith.

“When southern congressmen assist 
Stand-pat republicans to put a tax of 
37 per cent on the rich man’s cham- 
pagne after having taxed the poor 
man’s blanket at 165 per cent, what 
better evidence would you want that 
the voice of the people is no longer 
heard in the making of our laws? 

“Once: upon a time our German an- 
cestors met under the shade of the 
big oaks to transact their public af- 
fairs. Each man had a voice; each 
man had a vote.. The tribe governed 
itself. It acknowledged no master. 
Our revolutionary forefathers loved 
freedom so dearly that they were 
willing to march and fight eight years 
for it. Over frozen roads they weari- 
ly dragged their bleeding feet. They 
shivered in their rags, and felt the 
"anes of hunger. But when a scorn- 
ful and finely-uniformed British offi- 
cer would ride up to a little squad of 
these unmilitary-looking natriots ané 
srout, ‘Disperse, you rebels, disperse!’ 
he’d get+his answer out of the mouth 
of a gun. And so pure was the fire 
of the patriotism that burned in these 
men that when three New York far- 
mers captured a high-born' British 
spy, who eagerly offered to bribe 
them with his watch, his purse, and 
his promise of great ransom, they 
promptly replied, ‘We are poor men, 
but the king of England hasn’t got 
gold enough to buy us.’ 

No Leuger Self-Governing. 

“How far have we fallen from that 
lofty standard! We are no longer a 
self-governing people; we are no lon- 
ger incorruptible. In the highest 
law-making body on earth our repre- 
sentatives sell out, betraying their 
constituents for a mess of federal 
Patronage; or bartering their votes 
for blocks of stocks in marauding cor- 
porations. Every one of our legisla- 
tures 18 more or less approachable 
by paid lobbyists, who are skilled in 
the arts of sedueing public men. 

“Our courts are affected by the 
same taint. Witnesses are suborned 
or spirited .away, and jurors are 
‘fixed.’ There are white voters all 
over this country who sell their man- 
hood. The low, despicable politicians 
have made them believe tnat there 
is nothing wrong in it. They have 
been told that their ballot is like any 
Other ‘piece of property of theirs— 
something which they have a perfect 
right to sell. They have been told, 
and they pretend to believe, that the 
government itself sets aside the mon- 
ey which is paid to them; and that, 
therefore, the government wants them 
to have it. There are white men 
nearly everywhere who are saying 
that the money is all they get out of 
it. They are even now trying to in- 
timidate the neighbors who have told 
on them. They are actually saying, 
even now, that those who report them 
to the grand jury will be taken out 
and ‘whipped. To what extremes this 
spirit of lawlessness may. go, God only 
knows. If the churches and the church- 
workers do not arouse themselves to 
the situation and grapple with it, 
our wives and daughters will be sub- 
ject to insult whenever they appear 
alone on a side street, or on the high- 
way remote from some dwelling. 

Cost of Getting Office. 

“What does it mean when the office 
costs so much more than the salary 
attached to it? Doesn’t your common 
sense tell you that they expect some- 
thing else out of the office than the 
The reason why so much 
money is paid for the office is that 
it gives such opportunities. Congress- 
men can barter their votes for stocks, 
bonds, money, patronage and federal 
appointments. The pardoning power ot 
a governor is sometimes prostituted; 
and the position of governor is some- 
times & stepping-stone to the United 
States senate, where the opportunities 
for loot are so unlimited. 

““W nen that expense account of 
it 
gave a shock to the whobe state; yet 
t is probably less than half the 
amount expended to get that nomina- 
tion. The use of money and whisky 
throughout the state on election day; 
the voting of negroes: the deception 
practiced upon the people about the 
county unit plant; the fraud-practiced 
upon the Watson men by the Hines let- 
ter; the falsehood about the James J. 
Green letter, which duped thousands; 
the deep hypocrisy that was used oy 
Smith on sufh ex-Populists as J. J. 
Brown—these are a few examples ot 
the arts and devices, tricker.es and 
impositions, which enabled the suc- 
cessful gubernatorial candidate to se- 
cure the nomination. ‘ 

Minority Shut Out. 

“Having, as he supposed. passed the 
danger line, his overbearing, bulidoz- 
ing temperament caused him to lose 
all self-control. The representatives of 
$3,000 white democrats of Georgia were 
denied the time-honored privilege ot 
putting their candidate in nomination. 
They were shut out of the committee 
room; thelr speakers were hounded 
down. The lawlessness of the cam- 
paign methods was simply manifest- 
ing itself again in the convention. 

“The minority having been eliminat- 
ed in this unheard-of manner. the ma- 
jority. awoke to the fact that it had 
been gagged and shackled. New rules. 
which had been carefully prepared be- 
forehand, were put through ewith a 
rush, before the convent.on understoo1 
what they were. Those rules make 
Cannonism seem liberal and demo- 
cratic. By those amazing rules, which 
were put on the late state convention 
in Georgia, the majority was deprived 
of power to deliberate, to know what 
resolutions were being offered, to ap- 
peal from the decision of the chair, 
to modify a committee report. or to 
it. The representatives of 
the 98,000 having been reduced to. si- 
lence, the eye i= of the 97,000 


| 


were subdued by those ewe ruled into 
a state of speechiess imbecility. It 
was left to the discretion of the chair 
whether he would. allow the majority 
to put any question to the vote. With 
those rules in force, it was an un- 
necessary trouble and expense for the 
delegates to have gone to Atlanta. 
Such one-man arrogance and despot- 
ism has not been seen since the days 
of the medieval] Russian, czars. 


The Prohibition Law. 


“One of the resolutions which was of- 
fered to the convention, but not read, 
and which was sent.to the committee 
(which: killed it), indorsed the prohibi- 
tion law and demanded its enYorce- 
ment The Rule-or-Ruin’ clique were 
not willing for the convention or the 
public to know that such a resolution 
was offered. They knew that any 
discussion of it in the convention 
would expose their foul deal with the 
whisky trust. =. 

“The attack on the constitutiona! 
rights of the small counties was re- 
newed by the Rube-or-Ruin faction in 
the ®llowing words, which appear in 
the platform: | 

“*We urge the important of se- 
lecting by direct vote of the people 
the nominees for public office, and 
we condemn all methods which 
make it possible.for such selec- 
tions.to be made by a convention 
vote, instead of by vote of the 
people.’ 

“No wonder they were afraid to let 
the convention hear the platform dis- 
cussed. No wonder they wouldn’t al- 
low amendments to be offered. 

“If Senator Griffith had been allowed 
to address the convention: if Joe Hill 
Hall had not been howled down, the 
Smith delegations from the small coun-. 
ties would have caught on’ to that 
dastardly and perfidious declaration 
against the small counties, and they 
would have abandoned Smith with 
scorn and indignation, right there in 
his own convention. 


A “Political Crime.” 


“The manner in which he ran over the 
representatives of the 93,000 was the 
most outrageous thing that ever oc- 
curred in a Georgia convention; but 
the tyranny and deception that he 
practiced upon his own followers was a 
most He.nous: political ‘crime, which 
cries to high heaven for punishment. 

“Who can trust a man with power, 
whose methods are so utterly dishon- 
est and imperial? Who can trust a 
man that practices such deliberate de- 
ceptions as these? Why should any 
man feel honor bound to respect a 
nomination obtained by such practices? 

“The lawless spirit which prompted 


ithe Rule-or-Ruin cljque to outrage their 


own convention, licensed itself the next 
night to disturb and imperil 8,000 
citizens, peaceably assembled at the 
Auditorium in Atlanta. 

‘Smith had been warned by me that 
Hardwick had been making his 
threats; yet, instead of getting the 
desperate little drunkard and gambler 
to go home, he apparently encouraged 
him to remain over in Atlanta to or- 
ganize a criminal invasion of that vast 
audience of ladies and gentlemen, 
Hardwick remained over for no other 
purpose than to organize that lawless 
gang. If his wife was taken suddenly 
ill, she has suddenly got well, for she

Received No Reply. 


“And pray consider most carefully 
the fact that, when 1 write a private 
letter to Hoke Smith, accusing him of 
having conspired with Hardwick to 
have me assassinated at the Audito- 


rium, he makes no reply and the pub- 


lic no statement. 

“Gentlemen, the difference between 
the Tennessee case and the Georgia 
case is, that the Rule-or-Ruin clique 
have thus far had their plans foiled. 

“Are nominations obtained by such 
men and sugh methods binding on any- 
body? No, they are not! Applying to 
them the sound legal principle which 
vitiates a title tained by fraud, or by 
an illegal or an immoral consideration, 
we will set these primary nominations 
aside in the forum of our own con- 
science, just as we would set aside 
a contract, a deed, or a will, were we 
serving on the jury, and the evidence 
were produced that a fraud had been 
committed or that the consideration 
was illegal or immoral. 


No Independents. 


“We will not put out independent 
candidates: that is unnecessary. Treat- 
ing the nomination of Smith as null 
and void, we will go right ahead and, 
in the general election, vote for Joseph 
M. Brown. 

“It will be a case of the office seek- 
ing the man. No usurpatory commit- 
tee can frame any rules which will 
prevent the citizen from voting for 
whom he pleases in the gneral election. 

“The simplest, best way to put a 
stop to the use of money and whisky 
in elections, and thesecuring of nom- 
inations by fraud and deceptions, is to 
demonstrate, one time, that where a 
man gets his nomination in that way, 
we will apply sound legal principles to 
it, mentally cancel it, and elect the 
man of our choice. 

“No one thus elected could credita- 
bly refuse to serve the people who thus 
spontaneously call. him to the post of 
duty. 

“Whether so intended or not, the op- 
eration of the registration law has 
resulted in giving the negroes the bal- 
ance of power. Thus the compact 
which made Smith governor in 1906 
has been broken. Were I to remain 
silent and acquiescent, I would become 
an accessory after the fact to a per- 
fidious betrayal -of the people’s confi- 
dence. 


Fifteenth Amendment. 


“Our duty is clear. We must treat 
the fifteenth amendment to the consti- 
tution as no part of our organic law, 
and we must amend our state consti- 
tution so as to limit the franchise to 
white men. 

“Then, when we have remodeled the 
national democratic convention, giving 
full representation to those states that 
go democratic, and proportion al) rep- 
resentation to those which do not, the 
south will have taken her first step in 
her march to receive her ante-bellum 
power in the union. 

Of our civic freedom to rotten cliques 
and Rule-or-Rtin rings—is not the con- 
centration of power in the hands of one 
man in any one state, just as danger- 
ous to our institutions as would be 
the overlordship of a foreign king? 

“Bossed and bullied in every direc- 
tion, as the average citizen is, it is 
high time that each one of us should 
nerve himself up to the point where 
Patrick Henry was when he thrilled 
the very soul of America and put the 
ball of revolution in motion by the 
inspired exclamation, ‘I know not what 
course others may take; but as for me, 
give me liberty or give me death!”
